An eifectlTe, but simple, apparatus for 

lifepiii!.' t:rowiiig plants supplied wiiti 
nloi^tllle iiiaj be easil> (•(]iitii\( i!. 'I'liii 
1? particularly useful in ca^es wbere, ow- 
ing to the absence of their owner oi 
others, plants tiave for days, perhaps 
weeks, to be left without personal at- 
tention. 

Nearly fill a large twwl with water, 
and -place it upmi a small table. At tlie

foot of the table the plants to be stip- 
plied with water should be pK^upeu, a.^- 
our picture shows. For eai li plant take 
a length of worsted, at one end of whicb 
tie a small stone, or anything that win 
act as a wei,i;ht. Soak the wort^ted a 
moment in the water, and then, Iea\iiig 
at the bottom of the bowl the end to 
which tbe weight is attached, let the 
other end of the length of worsted hang 
down over the bowl's er'gc. Particular- 
ly, however, in! p care that the end of 
the worsted hanging outside comes 
lower than tbe bottom at tbe bowl. 

Doing this, you have in reality con- 
structed a .syphon, and as long as th^re 
i? watrr in the bowl jt will. li\ traveling 
first up the length of worsted that is in- 
side the bowl— see dotted Unes— an(! 
then down the hanging portion outside, 
slowly drip upon the plants below. 

To be sure that ail is in working ardor, 
it is well to set the appliance working, 
say, the day before leaving it. AnA, of 
course, the greater the vohime of water 
originally provided, and the fewer the 
lengths of worstpd draining from it. 
the lonsrr-r the supply of water will last.

FAL L PLOW INg 

Ophiion That It Tends to Boh the 
Iiand of Mnch of Its 

Fertility. 

The fall-breaking question must be 
settled by every farmer to suit bis own 

conditions, but we think it safe to lay 

down the general principle that fall- 
bieal iii.i,' tends to rob the land of much 
cf lis ferihity. says the Karmer.s' 
Voice. The Rothanistead and other 
experiments have proved etynchisively 
tiial the bare soil loses a great deal ul 
nitromn during the wet weather of 
winter and early spring, while un- 
broken land, that is even sparsely cov- 
e.ed with any green crop, loses an in- 
r-iiiireciable aaiount. This iods is not 
so easily dete(.-ted on our rich prairie 
fc(.ils. nor i.s it so groat where the land 
is hard fro/.en I'or loii.u' p.riods, but 
tilt question is. i-an we afford to lose 
any of that element of fertility that 
costs us 15 cents per pound to restore? 

If we thought that wo mii.'^i break 
out lands very deeply, we vx.iild be 
vtry much inclined to do the work in 
thd fail, early enough to iicrniit of a 
seeding of wheat or rye. We would do 
this deep breaking preferably in tbe 
fall, so as to allow the frosts to help 
itestablish the e(,nnection between the 
upper and the subsoil, as r(i;ard.s "vati r 
supply, and would sow the grain to pre- 
Bf-rve the nitrogen in the soil and 
vould harrow or disk it under in 
tilling. 

As we come bettor to understand the 
problems connected with agriculture, 
we lind that we liave, in the past, done 
many things that were entirely un- 
ii((pssaiy to the making of a good 
Clop. Some oi the best farmers, who 
f-iow corn after eorn on very rieh 
lands, have abandoned the practice oi 
"bi'eaking," as the term is uudersto> 
to mean tumiim t»he .soil with a pi„ 
end merely disk and harrow the s^ 
face in the spring a few days before 
plantin;,-. In private ( xperiinents we 
have found this to be preferable to 
breaking the land with share and 
mold hoard plow.

PRESERVIN G FRES H MEATS. 

If Canned According to Directions 
Beef and Fork Can Be Kept 

for Many Months. 



With the following methods the 
liousewife ran k'fp meat from biilclu r- 
ing liiue fresh and sweet for months. 
The meat should not be long exposed to 
the air, but used as soon as it is cold and 
firm. Slice the steak or frying meat, 
sprinlvle the bot:oni of (juart fruit cans 
freely with salt, pepper and the least 
perceptible dash of pulverized saltpeter 
and borax; borax is used freely In meat 
packing houses. Put in a layercrfalieed 
meat, sprinivle with salt, pepper, etc. < as 
before; fill to within an inch of the top 
with layers of seasoned meat, pressing 
each down very firmly, leaving no air 
Fpaces. Season the top layer more 
freely and fill cans to tlie brim with 
softened, not melted, lard ; lieniietically 
seal, put in paper bags, l- ei p r.ai k aii.l 
cool. Meat so canned in February was 
sweet and nice in August. 

Cut boiling and baking pieces into 
small sections, pack in large stone 
1 Clocks, press down and season as before, 
but more freely, filling all interspaces 
with blU at meat dropped in salt Cover 
with lard to tbe depth of an inch; will 
keep tmtil May or .June. Slice side pork, 
or what is usually 1 ep; iu brine pickle, 
fry and season as if for present use and 
pack in large Jars, covering as before. 
Will keep the year around and taste 
like fried fresh pork. Well seasoned 
sausage packed In the same manner will 
keep until early summer. Slice ham 
from the bones. iHUMAe ilie riiul and the 
dark, rough edges of the slices, pack 
solidly in Jars and cover an inch deep 
with lard. Will keep indellnitely. 
Whenever meat is taken from any of 
these Jars, immediately warm the lard, 
strain and return to the Jar.— St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat
